An important meeting of Liberals was 
held in Ontkes & Armstrong’s hall on 
Thursday night. Duncan Marshall who 
was expected, was unable to be present. 
Dr. Bishop acted as chairman and in- 
troduced the speakers. Hon. Mr. Cush- 
ing, Minister of Public Works in the 


=| Provincial Government gave an interest- 


ing address, handling his subject in fair, 
reasonable and capable way. He touched 
on the immigration policy of the Govern- 
ment and reminded them that Conserva- 
tives had said that the country must have 
a large and extended immigration. Yet 
in the last year of Conservative rule 
16,000 people came into the country and 
50,000 went to the States. On the land 
question he said the conservatives had 
tied up all the odd numbered sections to 
enable the railways to get their choice of 
land and these sections had been tied up 
for nearly twenty years until the Libefals 
compelled them to choose it. The 
Government policy was land for the 
actual settler. The transportation ques- 
tion was important. People were going 
60 to 100 miles out where it could not be 
profitable to grow grain. On a strip 
between High River and McLeod it would 
take two trains a day for six months to 
move the grain there now. Lines were 
wanted not more thantwenty miles apart 
all over the county to make farming pay. 
He outlined Laurier’s arrangement with 
the C. P. R. for the building of Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway and explained how 
they had got control of the rates on the 
Cc. P. R. and brought that company 
under the jurisdiction of a railway com- 
mission. He also dealt with the Hudson 
Bay line, the tariff question and other 
matters. 

R. L. Boyle, representing the Conserva- 
tives reminded them that while the Con- 
servatives had given 25 million acres of 
land to the C. P. R. the Liberals had 
offered 50 million acres and could not 
find a builder for the line. 

Mr. Riley, of Calgary, described 
the Hon. F. Oliver as being ‘‘ all wool a 
yard wide.’’
